“ Illinois Mobilizes” is the sub­ 
ject of the second panel, which in­ 
cludes recruiting posters, and let­ 
ters and pictures of Gov. Richard 
Yates. One soldier's letter reads, 
“ The Governor is the idol of the 
Soldiers. They love him next to 
their Wives.” 
The third panel is devoted to 
Pol. 
Elmer Ellsworth, 
the first 
Union officer killed in the war. 
Col. Ellsworth was a friend and 
protege of Lincoln and had been 
studying law in Lincoln's Spring­ 
field office before the election of 
I8 60. He had trained several of 
the Zouave companies which were 
popular at the time. His funeral 
services were held in the White 
House, and his death v.ras the sub­ 
ject of many songs and poems. 
Three panel* hear the title, 
“ The Illino is So ldier In Actio n.” 
They include co lo red litho graphic 
drawing* o f the Battle o f Chick­ 
amauga and the Siege o f At­ 
lanta. 
A list includes 
the 61 
majo r battle* in which Illino is 
so ldier* lo o k part. 
Other panels Include pictures of 
Illinois’ 13 m ajor generals colored 
lithographs of the war prisons at 
Rock Island and at Andersonville, 
Ga , a broadside describing the 
“ Copperhead” riot at Charleston, 
111., and photos of Camp Douglas, 
Chicago; Camp Butler, Springfield, 
and Camp Wood, Quincy. 
The panel dealing with Lincoln’s 
assassination 
has 
a 
number of 
authentic mementos, one of which 
is the original playbill for Ford’s 
Theater on the fatal night. Another 
is a silver plate from Lincoln’s 
casket. 
There is no charge for admission 
to the unit.

Indian, Canadian and Polish mil­ 
itary officers of the three-nation 
commission, which is seeking to 
certify the cease-fire proclaimed 
last Wednesday, declined comment 
on their return by helicopter from 
Hin Heup. the negotiating site 55 
miles north of Vientiane. They said 
they would make their report to 
the commission's Indian chairman.

Th e baby foods are sold as free 
flowin g cry stal* th at can be re­ 
con stitu ted by addin g water. 
Th e baby food is packaged in 
box es con tain in g fou r sin gle alu m i­ 
n u m foil en v elopes. Wh en th e con ­ 
ten ts of on e package are mix ed 
with on e-fou rth cu p water, th e mix ­ 
tu re equ als on e-n aif jar of con v en ­ 
tion al baby foods. 
Accordin g to th e produ cer, th e 
baby foods can be stored for a 
mon th in th e refrigerator an d u p to 
a y ear in th e freezer. 
Frozen foods are also gettin g 
some n ew looks v ia packagin g. For 
ex ample, some compan ies are try ­ 
in g a n ew ligh tweigh t alu min u m 
can for frozen oran ge ju ice con ­ 
cen trate. An oth er compan y , also 
workin g with oran ge ju ice con cen ­ 
trate, is try in g a rigid cardboard 
con tain er with lamin ated foil on 
th e in side an d ou tside. Th is can 
h as alu min u m en ds an d is open ed 
by a self-open in g pu ll tab dev ice.

This third bulletin o n the general 
insect situatio n in Illino is is de­ 
signed to fo rewarn p eo p le in Illi­ 
no is o f imp ending changes in insect 
activity and suggests abbreviated 
co ntro l measures. These rep o rts in­ 
dicate o nly general trends. Each 
individual sho uld check his o wn 
fields to determine lo cal co nditio ns. 


Face files: These p ests are abo ut 
as numero us this week as they 
were last week and will lay eggs 
fo r ano ther generatio n o f flies ex 
p ected in late May o r early June. 
Co ntro lling them no w will m ater 
ially reduce numbers this summer. 


Fo r dairy cattle, ap p ly DDVP 
co mmercially p rep ared face 
fly 
bait daily to the anim al's fo rehead 
fo r the nex t 2 to 3 weeks and then 
every 3 to 5 day s as needed. Fo r 
beef cattle, use 5 p er cent to x a 
p hene in a backrubber. Ho memade 
backrubbers wo rk as well as the 
co mmercial o nes. 
Do no t treat 
cattle with to x ap hene within 28 
day s o f slaughter. 


Sp ittle bugs: The co o l weather 
has retarded egg hatch. On fields 
warranting treatm ent, insecticides 
sho uld be ap p lied in the area no rth 
o f Highway 6 late this week and 
early nex t week. At least o ne o r 
mo re sp ittle bug ny mp hs p er stem 
sho uld be p resent to warrant treat­ 
ment. 


To co ntro l sp ittle bugs, use % 
p o und o f lindane o r I p o und o f 
metho x y chlo r p er acre. Lindane 
do es best when air tem p eratures 
are o ver 60 degrees. It will also 
co ntro l clo ver leaf weevil and aid 
in co ntro lling p ea ap hids. Do no t 
ap p ly lindane within o ne mo nth o f 
harvest o r p asture, o r metho x y ­ 
chlo r within o ne week. 


Co rn bo rer: Bo rer develo p ment 
is slo w this y ear. Pup atio n o f o ver­ 
wintering bo rers and mo th em er­ 
gence co uld be later than usual. 
Thus bo rer survival in early -p lant­ 
ed fields co uld be quite high. Ho w­ 
ever, with an anticip ated large 
acreage o f early -p lanted co rn, first- 
generatio n p o p ulatio ns may be di 
luted, and o nly a few fields m ay 
m ay have high co ncentratio ns. But 
with go o d survival and favo rable 
weather, seco nd generatio n co uld 
be a p ro blem. 


Cautio n: Befo re ap p ly ing insec­ 
ticides, read labels carefully and 
fo llo w all p recautio ns. This no t o nly 
will insure p erso nal safety , but 
also will eliminate insecticide resi 
nu# hazards.

Dr. B. T. Shaw, m testimo ny be­ 
fo re a ho use ap p ro p riatio ns sub­ 
co mmittee released to day , said “ I 
figured o ut the o ther day , fro m 
the best figures I co uld get, that j 
o ver the last IOO y ears that the 
federal go vernment, state go vern-1 
ment and industry co mbined sp ent! 
abo ut $5.8 billio n o n agricultural! 
research. . . . 
“ If the farm ers were to day us­ 
ing the p ractices they used 201 
y ears ago it w’o uld co st us $13 bil­ 
lio n mo re a y ear to p ro duce tho se 
p ro ducts. 
“ So just o n that basis, and with­ 
o ut taking the imp ro vements w'e 
made in utilizatio n and marketing 
o r any o f these fields, we have 
mo re than a 2-to -l return every 
y ear o n all the mo ney we sp ent 
in the last IOO y ears.’’ 


“The land is Go d’s greatest 
material gift to mankind. 
Every human being, whether 
he lives o n the land o r no t, 
dep ends basically fo r his Xiv 
ing o n the p ro ducts o f the 
land. This fact sho uld be very 
evident to every o ne. 
“ Due to the fact that the human 
race is so dep endent fo r its co n 
tinuance in this wo rld o n the land, 
it sho uld be very easy fo r farm ers 
w'ho are dealing with the so il, to 
understand that they have a Ire 
mendo us resp o nsibility to Almighty 
Go d and to their fello wmen to co n 
serve and to keep the so il healthy 
and p ro ductive. 
“ They o we this to Go d. because 
Go d did no t give co mp lete o wner­ 
ship o f the land to any man. but 
He has ap p o inted him as steward 
o ver this mo st p recio us gift. He 
will be held resp o nsible befo re 
Go d in the manner in which he uses 
the land in his p o ssessio n. It is 
very evident that he canno t use 
the so il merely to enhance his o wn 
m aterial co nditio n in this wo rld, 
but that he must hand it o n to j 
p o sterity in the same co nditio n o f I 
fertility in w’hich it was given to j 
him. if the human race is to endure I 
in the w'o rld. He o wes this no t 
I 
o nly to Go d and to his o wn family , 
but to the p eo p le living in the city 
and the large industrial centers 
who dep end up o n him fo r the 


strength, vitality and go o d health, 
and who in turn furnish him with 
the manufactured p ro ducts that 
co me fro m the so il. 
“ A farm er must no t o nly be 
interested in co nserving the so il, 
but he must enrich it in such a way 
that the p ro ducts that co me fro m 
the land are o f high quality , co n­ 
ducive to go o d health and lo ng life 
fo r tho se who co nsume them. There 
is a tendency at the p resent time 
fo r so il co nservatio nists and p ro ­ 
gram s o f so il enrichment to be 
interested in quantity rather than 
quality , to p ro duce mo re bushels 
but p erhap s o f a p o o rer quality , 
and it seems to be generally reco g­ 
nized that the fo o d that co mes to 
o ur American table do es no t have 
the 
p ro p er 
life-giving 
qualities 
which in turn wo uld enable men to 
resist disease as it had in the 
simp ler day s o f American living 
This is due no t o nly to the farm er, 
but also to the p ro cesso r o f fo o ds 
who is interested mainly in finan 
rial returns rather than the p hy s 
ical welfare o f the human race. 
“ All human activity , either In 
industrial 
o r 
agricultural 
field, 
must be guided by the p ro p er 
Christian thinking and p rincip les 
that sp ring fro m the natural law 
and the thinking o f Christ, in o rder 
that they achieve the p urp o se that 
Go d intended in the giving o f His 
gifts. So il co nservatio n and so il 


maintenance must have this Chris­ 
tian thinking deep ly imp lanted in 
the minds o f the farmers o f Amer­ 
ica. 
“ It is o nly then that they will be 
able to evaluate the many p ro ­ 
gram s o f so il fertility that they are 
being co nfro nted with to day . The 
basic tho ught is this—man is a 
steward and no t an o wner o f the 
land. He is o bliged in co nscience 
befo re Go d to be interested in the 
quality o f its p ro ducts and the wel­ 
fare o f the human race.

Dr. Gregorio Topolev sky, now 
retired from the Argentine foreign 
serv ice, said in a Tel Av iv news 
conference that Bormann had been 
liv ing under an alias and disap­ 
peared into Brazil when he heard 
of Eichmann s capture by Israeli 
agents in May 1960. 
Topolev sky said that if Israel 
had requested Eichmann s extra­ 
dition through official 
channels, 
he would hav e v anished "two hours 
later.” Eichmann was spirited out 
of the country by Israeli agents.

Pastor Asks 
Repeal of 
Legal Bingo 


NEW YORK (ZP) — The 
Rev . Dr. Dan M. Potter, di­ 
rector 
of 
the 
Protestant 
Council of the City of New 
York, suggests that bingo be 
outlawed in New York state. 
Dr. Potter mentioned the 
bingo problem Sunday in an 
address at the annual com­ 
munion breakfast of the St. 
George Association of the 
city police department. He 
called gambling the “ philos­ 
ophy of the criminal — get­ 
ting something for nothing.” 


Later in an interview with a 
newsman, he suggested outlawing 
bingo games. 
Ask ed to elaborate on his re­ 
mark s at the break fast, he praised 
Gov. Nelson A. Rock efeller for his 
promise to investigate what Dr. 
Potter called the “ present bingo 
scandals.” 
The *(nfe 
Investigation com­ 
mission last week concluded live 
day s of hearings on bingo games 
abuses. 
There 
was 
testimony 
about official corruption, Irregu­ 
larities in operation and reaping 
of big profits by gam blers and 
rack eteers who have infiltrated 
bingo operations. 
Dr Potter said: 
“ Placing 
the 
blame 
will 
not 
necessarily rid our city and state 
of tho corruptive influences of le­ 
galized gambling. Steps should be 
tak en and tak en now— to ban this 
evil from 
our state. 
There are 
healthier way s to appeal for char­ 
ity than through gambling." 
Also, tie na id, “ the innocent 
gam e of bingo v ery soon becomes 
the obsession of the sin of greed 
and in one way or another will 
encourage crime and the philos­ 
ophy of tile criminal in our so­ 
ciety .” 
The Protestant Council opposed 
legalization of bingo when it was 
first proposed. The law limits op­ 
eration of bingo gam es to chari­ 
table, religious, veteran and sim ­ 
ilar nonprofit groups.
